Detroit, June 12 
(JP) — Gov. 
Frank Murphy called union lead­ 
ers and Monroe city officials to 
a conference here today to draft 
plans that would insure peace 
during a mass meeting of Com­ 
mittee for Industrial Organiza­ 
tion members from three states 
in that city Sunday . 
The governor arranged the 
meeting after the Monroe city 
commission adopted a resolution 
say ing “local feeling is intense 
and danger of bloodshed is im­ 
minent” and demanding that 
Murphy “call out the state mi­ 
litia for the protection of citi­ 
zens.” 
Monroe was q uiet but tense, 
with 487 special police under 
arms, following a fight between 
the officers and a picket line 
near the Newton Steel company ’s 
plant Thursday night. The pick­ 
et line was dispersed within 15 
minutes. 
After the battle 400 non-strik­ 
ing steel workers returned to the 
mill, closed since May 28. There 
was no further commotion as 
regular shifts changed. The re­ 
gion near the Lakeside mill was 
the only one still patrolled by 
the special police. 
H. H. Holloway , manager of the 
plant, which is controlled by the 
Republic Steel corporation, said 
last night it was operating at 50 
per cent capacity and would be 
at 9 0 per cent by Monday . 
“I will see to it that there are 
sufficient police or military for 
whatever is 
necessary ,” 
Gov. 
Murphy said concerning the re­ 
q uest of Monroe authorities for 
militiamen. “Whether national 
guardsmen are sent to Monroe 
will depend upon our conclusions 
at today ’s conference.” 
May or Daniel A. Knaggs of 
Monroe had said earlier that the 
governor 
assured 
him 
troops 
would be available if needed and 
if a written req uest came from 
city officials. Later a copy of 
the commission’s resolution was 
dispatched to the state capitol 
at Lansing, but Murphy was in 
Detroit. 
The mass meeting was an­ 
nounced by Homer Martin, inter­ 
national president of the United 
Automobile Workers of America, 
one of the largest unions in the 
C. I. O. He asked all C. I. O. lo­ 
cals in Indiana, Ohio and Michi­ 
gan to send members to the 
meeting to be addressed by him­ 
self and Philip Murray of Pitts­ 
burgh, chairman of the Steel 
Workers’ Organizing Committee, 
another C. I. O. affiliate.

• Moscow, June 12 
(JP) — Eight 
of the Soviet union’s highest 
military leaders were doomed to 
the 
firing 
sq uad 
today 
for 
treasonable activity against the 
red army they headed. 
No appeal remained from the 
death sentences handed down 
long before dawn by the military 
tribunal of the supreme court 
which branded the army chiefs 
as traitors in the spy service of 
a foreign power. 
The nation’s highest tribunal 
announced the verdict at 2 a. m. 
(6 p. m. E. S. T. Friday ), con­ 
demning Marshal Michail N. 
Tukhachevsky and seven gen­ 
erals, including important fig­ 
ures in the military hierarchy , 
to death “immediately .” Soviet 
custom dictates that such sen­ 
tences must be carried out with­ 
in 24 hours. 
The swift-moving military trial 
was deemed by foreign observ­ 
ers as probably the most import­ 
ant of the Soviet union’s treason 
trials, since it disclosed dissat­ 
isfaction in the army ’s topmost 
ranks. 
Previous trials, which sent a 
total of 29 men to firing sq uads, 
was concerned with charges the 
defendants plotted with Leon 
Trotsky for the overthow of the 
Soviet regime. 
The secret trial stripped the 
eight of all military rank, in­ 
cluding the title “Marshal of the 
Soviet Union” accorded Tukhach­ 
evsky two y ears ago when the 
rank was established. Only four 
others in the red army have 
achieved that designation. 
Two marshals sat on the tri- 
bunaKin judgment of the gen­ 
erals and Tukhachevsky , the 
brilliant 44-y ear-old strategist 
who was vice commissar for de­ 
fense until 
a month ago. 
Six 
generals and Vasily V. Ulrich, 
president of the dread court, 
were also judges.

Salt Lake City June 12 (£>)— 
Two Western Air Ex press offi­ 
cials, brushed by a devastating 
avalanche, temporarily suspend­ 
ed their search today for seven 
bodies in the wreckage of an air­ 
plane found on a peak 25 miles 
from here. 
Frank Eastman, Western Air 
field manager and Wally Crews, 
his assistant, barely scrambled 
to safety . 
Adopting a new search pro­ 
cedure, Crews will fly to Bur­ 
bank, Calif., Eastman said, to 
secure eq uipment for lowering 
men over a 1,000-foot cliff to the 
wreckage, inaccessible now be­ 
cause of freq uent landslides. 
The men will be lowered in 
parachute harnesses attached to 
steel cables, and they will wear 
miners’ safety helmets and fly ­ 
ing suits fitted with 
football 
shoulder pads, Crews said. 
Rex Moy le of Alpine mean-

Air for the $1,000 reward offered 
for the discovery of 'the plane. 
The concern has announced it 
will present the reward to two 
other Alpine residents who are 
said to have “found it first.”

State police, pursuing their

household. 
It was Mrs. Kuprianoff who 
told of seeing the 38 -y ear-old 
heiress get into an automobile 
with a middle-aged man and 
woman Wednesday morning and 
drive away on a trip from which 
she has not returned. 
Across from Mrs. Kuprianoff 
in the Bay Shore police station 
sat Alex Kuprianoff, 43-y ear-old 
match factory worker, who came 
from Long Island City y esterday 
to claim he was her former hus­ 
band. 
Assistant District Attorney Jo­ 
seph S. Arata of Suffolk county 
emerged from the conference 
early this morning to say that 
Mrs. Kuprianoff admitted the 
relationship, though she had not 
mentioned Kuprianoff in her 
earlier story of two former m ar­ 
riages. 
Arata said the woman also 
identified Kuprianoff as the fa­ 
ther of her 11-y ear-old son, Roy , 
who lived with her on the Par­ 
sons’ landscaped poultry farm.

Legality of the grand ji/ry 
indictment which charged Otto 
E. Humes with embezzling over 
$6 ,000 from a trust fund was a t­ 
tacked in a plea in abatement 
filed late Friday by defense at­ 
torney s. 
After a brief hearing Satur­ 
day morning, Judge William F. 
Marshall sustained the plea in 
abatement, stating that errors 
had clearly been made in im­ 
paneling the grand jury which 
indicted Humes. 
Judge Marshall acted promptly 
in sustaining the defendant’s 
motion and declared that there 
was no need to present addition­ 
al evidence after it was learned 
that thé court had erred in per­ 
mitting a by stander (Clarence 
Mey ers) to serve on the jury 
when his name had not been 
drawn.Mey ers had been “picked 
up” by officials to serve after 
several vacancies had occurred 
in the regular panel.

Ocala, Fla. (A5) — Army en­ 
gineers are ready any time to 
begin again the gigantic task of 
cu tting a ship canal across Flor­ 
ida shou ld congress side with 
Major General Edward M. Mark ­ 
ham, chief of engineers, instead 
of the war department’s board 
of army engineers. 
Mark ham maintains the canal 
shou ld be completed ev en thou gh 
he now believ es it will cost some 
$3 4,000,000 more than the orig­ 
inal estimate of $16 3 ,000,000. The 
board declares the project is u n­ 
ju stified 
economically . 
Their 
conflicting reports 
are being 
stu died by the Hou se riv ers and 
harbors committee. 
Engineers on the job hav e 
maintained a sk eleton force ev er 
since the original allotment of 
$5,400,000, which congress re­ 
fu sed to add to, ran ou t in Au ­ 
gu st, 19 3 6 . 
To show for the su m are a cu t 
10 to 20 miles long, av eraging 3 0 
feet in depth, a constru ction 
headq u arters at Camp Roose­ 
v elt, and the fou ndations of the 
first bridge at Santos — all near 
here. More than 13 ,000,000 cu bic 
y ards of earth were remov ed. 
Started in September, 19 3 5, the 
project employ ed some 6 ,500 per­ 
sons at the height of operations. 
Mark ham’s plans for the wa­ 
ter-way , the greatest started by 
this cou ntry since the Panama 
canal, call for a sea-lev el chan­ 
nel 3 3 feet deep and 400 feet 
wide. 
It wou ld stretch 19 5 miles 
from near Jack sonv ille on the 
Atlantic to the Gu lf of Mex ico 
off Port Inglis. Only 9 0 miles of 
artificial waterway wou ld be re­ 
q u ired since the rou te wou ld fol­ 
low the St. Johns riv er (which 
empties into the Atlantic close 
to Jack sonv ille) to a point ju st 
sou th of Palatk a before cu tting 
across the state. 
Engineers say a v essel cou ld 
steam throu gh the canal in 25 
hou rs, cu tting day s off the time 
req u ired to sail arou nd the pe- j 
ninsu la. They claim the sav ing 
to shippers wou ld amou nt to $9 ,- 
553 ,244 a y ear. 
Opponents fear a lasting dam- 


age to the peninsu la’s u nder­ 
grou nd water su pply . 
Su ch a waterway was first 
conceiv ed by Philip of Spain in 
the 16 th centu ry . Congress au ­ 
thorized the first preliminary ex ­ 
amination in 19 26 .

Washingto n, Ju ne 11 (JP) — 
The senate po sto ffice co mmittee 
v o ted to day a bro ad preliminary 
inqu iry 
o f charges o f interfer­ 
ence with the mails in steel 
strikes and o f activ ities o f steel 
co mpanies. 
W itho u t acting fo rmally eith­ 
er o n the Bridges reso lu tio n fo r 
inqu iry into the mail situ atio n, 
o r the Gu ffey amendment to in­ 
clu de activ ities o f co mpanies, 
the co mmittee v o ted to call wit­ 
nesses o n bo th po ints. 
The actio n was taken o n a mo ­ 
tio n by Senato r Ho lt (D., W. Va.), 
despite a pro test by Senato r 
Bridges (R., N. H.), th at he had 
presented a prima facie case o f 
mail interference th at w arrant­ 
ed inv estigatio n.

A m atchin g 
ty pe is selected from the in dex 
of don ors, an d Jam es May es, so­ 
ciety m an ager, or his assistan t, 
Elv is Max field, n otified. The don ­ 
or is ru shed to th e hospital an d 
if the blood is compatible, abou t 
a pin t is taken . Then th e don or 
is taken hom e to aw ait an oth er 
call.

tran sfu sion daily . 
Fou r of its members hav e blood 
of “ty pe on e” an d fou r of “ty pe, 
th ree”—distin gu ished 
for 
rare 
qu alities of com patibility . 
Person s of all walks of life be­ 
lon g to the grou p b u t th e m ajor­ 
ity are workin g m en an d hou se­ 
wiv es. 
Top hon ors go to a m iddle- 
aged hou sewife, Em m a Con rad, 
an d an u n employ ed worker, John 
Ellis. She av eraged a tran sfu sion 
a m on th for 12 m on ths while he 
has giv en blood 20 times.
